In Response to the Requirement for Elections of Species that was mailed 
October 30, 2007, Applicants make the following elections: 

• In response to the requirement for the election of a species from the compounds in the 
Examples, the compound of Example 18 is elected. All of the pending claims (Claims 
1-16, 18, and 30) read on this compound. 

• In response to the requirement for the election of a species from the therapeutic 
classes of compounds listed in Claim 30, Applicants elect (g) dipeptidyl peptidase IV 
(DP-IV) inhibitors. Claim 30 reads on this elected combination. 

• In response to the requirement for the election of a species from the disorders listed in 
Claim 18, Applicants elect hypercholesterolemia. Claim 18 reads on this and other 
disorders. 
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The Requirement for an election of species is not traversed, as the non-elected 
species will be rejoined once the elected species are held to be allowable. 

Paragraph 5 of the office action is not applicable in view of the fact that the 
proposed new rules did not take effect November 1, 2007.
